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Tho question of "Who is Who" In 


False street was discussed at consid- 
erable length before the license com- 
mission at a hearing hold last night 
when Patrick Keegan, owner and li- 
censed operator of a motor bus, was 
called as respondent as a result o£ a 


' complaint made by Amos r. Best, the 
allegation bning that Mr. Keesan had 
violated the motor bus, ordinance, re- 


• cently enacted, by allowing 
his 
ma- 


chine to occupy ti space within -5 foot 
of a white pole designated as a street 
car stopping place. 


During the course of tho hearing it 


was brought out that Mr. Keegan and 
C, A. Hunhart of La.wrence are the only 
two licensed operators of motor busses 
in the restricted territory at the pres- 
ent time, and that they are compelled 
to await their turn to fe^t into lin-:! 
with the unlicensed operators. H was 
also brought out that Mr. Best, thu 
complainant, is not a resident of Low- 
ell and that he has no license to do 
business in Paige street under the or- 
dinance. Tho board after hearing tes- 
timony took, the matter under advise- 
ment. 
Counsel 
for 
the 
complainant said 
that the action was brought under .sec- 
tion 10 of the 
motor 
bus ordinance 
which is as follows: "No operator of a 
n-.otor. bus shall stop the same to re- 
ceive or discharge any passenger or 
passengers, except at the street curb: 
or permit any passenger or passengers 
to enter or leave the same except on 


• the side thereof nearest tho street curb, 
excepting only when a passenger 
is 
alighting from or boarding said motor 
bus on the front seat, when the dri- 
ver's seat is on the side of said bus 
nearest the curb. 
No operator of 
<i 
rr-otor bus shall stop or take or leave 
passengers within 25 feet of a white 
pole designated as a street car stop- 
ping place:" 
The first witness called was the com- 
plainant, Mr. Amos P. Best, who said 
he runs motor cars from Lowell to va- 
rious places. He spends a good por- 
tion of his time in 
the 
vicinity of 
Paige and Bridge streets and saw Kee- 
gan stop within the restricted district 
on numerous occasions. 
Under cross- 
examination. Mr. Best stated that he 
lived at 462 Mammoth road, Dracut, 
and was not a citizen of Ijowcll, neith- 
er was he licensed to operate motor 
busses in this city. 
"You are riot a licensed operator?" 
asked counsel for the respondent. 
"No, sir." 
"There was a time when you had ex- 
clusive control of that portion of the 
street!" 
"yes, sir." 
"After the ordinance was passed that 
right -was taken away from you?" 
"It .was taken away before that." 
"Ever since then there has been 
quite' a feeling between you and Mr. 
Keegan and the other licensed opera- 
tor?" 
"Not that I know of." 
At this point Mr. Best admitted that 
there were but two licensed operators, 
Mr. Keegan and Mr. Hunhart, also that 
he had no license. 


Commissioner Boulger said: "People 
with licenses are restricted 
but yon 
people who have no licenses are un- 
restricted!" Reference was then made 
to section 9 of the motor bus law, 
v/hich is as follows: "No more than 
two motor busses licensed 
under tha 
provisions hereunder shall remain at 
one time on Paige street, on that part 
thereof 
described as follows: 
the 
southerly side of Paige street from the 
intersection of Bridge street to the in- 
tersection of John street: the northerly 
sido of Paige street from the intersec- 
tion of Bridge street to the intersection 
of Brooklngs street." 
Henry Shaw. George Laflamme and 
Lewis Page, drivers 
of automobiles, 
were called and testified that Mr. Kee- 
San had occupied space within the re- 
stricted section of Paige street. La- 
narnme admitted that drivers of cars 
would not move to allow Mr. Koegan'o 
car to secu'-e a place, also that there 
was talk among the unlicensed men to 
keep Keegan out and not give him a 
chance. 


Commissioner Boulgcr, at. the con- 
clusion 
of 
tho 
complainant's case 
dsked if any of the throe men who hud 
testified had chauffeur's license granted 
by,the license commission, and the an- 
swer was in the negative. 


Counsel for the complainant rested 
his case at this point. 


Patrick Keegan, the respondent, was 
called. He stated that he was licensed 
under the new 
motor 
bus law 
He 
stated that while he tried to live up to 
the lav/ ha found that the men who 
were unlicensed were obstructing his 
way and found it practically impossi- 
ble to find a place to rest his machine 
outside of the 25-foot limit. 
Patrolman Clyde R. 
Mdrich 
wv 
called and started to tell about the 
congestion in Paige street, and tint 
he had never noted Mr. Keegan vio- 
lating the law. but before he had p-o 
greesed very far objection was raise,! 
by counsel for the complainant and 
counsel for the defense excused the 
witness. 


At this point the board took the 
matter under advisement. 
Liquor Cases Heard 


The first liquor case called was that 
of the F. J. Timmons Co., the com- 
plaint alleging that on the evenin" of 
Nov. 10, about 9.25 o'clock, liquor wa* 
sold to Napoleon Paulet. who wa<t un- 
der the influence of liquor at the liniu 
Frank Raymond, who conducts the li- 
censed place, entered a plea of not 
guilty, had no counsel and was the 
. only witness for the defense. 
Uquor Inspector Noye said that he 
visited the Timmons place in Middle- 
sex street on the night in question 
and found the bar well 
filled wiih 
men. 
He eaid that some of the men 
were drunk. 
One man standing near 
the door.was very much under the in- 
fluence of liquor and had a glass in 
front of him. 
Witness said that he 
called Mr. Raymond's attention to tlie 
condition of the man. 
Officer T.cnnon 
took the, glass away from the man 
in question and Officer Noye took the 
man outside and sent' him to the. po- 
lice station where he was booked for 
drunkenness. 
Witness said that tho 
man placed under arrest admitted he 
had six or seven drinks during the 
evening. 


Officer Lennon corroborated the tes- 
timony offered by his brother officer 
but said that during the conversation 
. he had with Mr. .Raymond the latter 
said he did not consider tho man was 
drunk. 
"Mr. Raymond." said wllncss. 
"made a reach for the glass, but I 
pulled it away from him."

"There is in addition to the propa- 
ganda of frightfulness and physical 
plotting in the United States the even 
moro dangerous and insidious propa- 
ganda that aims to destroy our na- 
tional unity and to befog our senses 
with regard "to present war conditions. 
The German propaganda of 25 years in 
our schools, colleges and universities, 
on our school boards and. through 
them, into school books and histories, 
the whole plan of exchange professor- 
ships with Germany, the constantly re- 
peated declarations that the war is 
won, 
that our exertions are unneces- 
sary, that wo are spending millions of 
dollars and risking millions of lives 
when there is no need of such sacri-
